Especially is It trca reueier w hat is pop* 
ularly known as tho tariff reform taova 
meat 
R E V E N U E C O L L E C T IO N S . 
The internal rovouue is one of tho best 
barometers of the financial condition of 
tho people of tho United States possibly 
becnuso all of its taxes, with th© excep­ 
tion of those levied upon oleomargarine 
aro levied upon those articles of luxnry 
that aro not frequently dispensed with 
by man—namely, liquors, beer, cigars 
and tobacco. When the country is pro*, 
porous, tho averago man smokes bis ci­ 
gars without regard to the prices at 
which they are sold. The same must be 
said of the drink liabiL 
The general 
depression of the last year finds its mark 
in many soctions of the country. Taking 
Chicago as an example, we find that 
there has been a falling off In that on« 
office of $800,000 in tho roccipts for the 
last year. 
If the tariff reformers were 
wise enough to tako note of the foregoing 
fact, thoy might havo provided a wider 
margin for the operations of tho McKin 
ley law in the collection of customs du­ 
ties. 
But we find that they have made 
about tho same mistake in the collection 
of customs that was made in the oolloo 
tion of internal revenue. 
Tho duties collected ou imported mer­ 
chandise nt Chicago during the last four 
years arc quite as significant as those of 
the internal revenue, showing a great 
falling off undor tbe operation of tb* 
Wilson law: 
1891, $5,983,589. 
1892, $7,490,578. 
1893, $8,299,222. 
1894, $5,295,240. 
I t will bo seen that for tho year 189$ 
moro than $8,000,000 wore collected, 
which is accounted for by tho great ex­ 
cess of foreign material entered for th* 
W orld’s Columbian exposition. In or­ 
der 4o make a true comparison it will bs 
seer, that tho dnties for 1804 aro below 
those of 1801, and tho amount collected 
In 1894, when compared w ith 1892, 
■hows a falling off of $2,195,329. 
Thus 
again the greater prosperity of 1892, 
after the operation of a protective tariff, 
w ith that of 1894, nnder the Wilson 
bill, shows an absolute loss *f moro than 
$2,^00,000 to tho governmont from one 
city or one port of entry alone. The peo­ 
ple of the United States nre learning 
wisdom, but it is in the dark sohool of 
experience whereby they must indoed 
become wise, and yet the peoplo must 
w ait two years or moro before thes* 
blunders can be corrected.
